A s n oted yesterday. Senator Arthur ll . V a n d en b erg was 
instrumental in producing som e con sequ en ces w hich w ere of 
the utm ost in im portance. 
The strategy by w hich these victories w ere accom plished 
w as m ainly that of bottling up all op position under his own 
leadership, and then producing ii “co m p ro m ise” by w hich the 
proponents of the m easures obtained all thev w ished, and the 
o p p o n en ts got no m ore than an em p ty shell. 
A single ex a m p le wdl illustrate the technique. Prior to his 
being offered and accepting ii seal on the U nited N ations O rgani­ 
zation early in I 9 4 r>, Senator V a n d en b erg delivered a vigorous 
denunciation of the p rop osed charter because it now here reco g ­ 
nized the principle of justice as on e of its m ajor ob jectives. 
This constituted the Senator the leading sp ok esm an bn 
those w h o b elieved that the charter w as a rattlebrained schem e 
w orked up by incom petents, and that it ought to be care fully 
overhau led b efore adoption. 
W h en the Senator thereafter accepted a seat in the U 
N 
O rganization, and then went to San Francisco and after purely 
perfunctory discussions about changing the charter* sw ung in lur 
its adoption virtually unchanged, the op position w as “ m ouse 
trapped" and rendered im potent. 
Precisely identical strategy b lock ed R epublican efforts to 
curb the trade agreem ents program w hen they took over cc.iii 
mane! o f C ongress in 1 9 4 7 ; shortly thereafter pushed through 
both the Marshall Plan law and all the appropriation for it which 
the W hite I louse sought; and over and again cut d o w n resistance j 
lo the Truman schem es just as successful-attacks on them seem ed 
to be certain. 
N eedless to say, this type of strategy m a d e en em ies as well 
as friends. 
I he Senator's position has b een p roductive of angry 
controversy. H e has been extravagantly praised as o n e of the 
super-statesm en of the generation, and likewise has been bitter 
ly assailed as a sort of political bell-wether. 
But of the terrific impact of his accom plishm ents, there 1 
can be no argum ent. 
C onsider the end re s u lts of so m e of the i 
m atters m en tion ed above. 
F o r exam p le, it g o es alm ost w ithout saying that the British , 
experim ent in Socialism w ould h ave collapsed , bankrupt, long J 
a g o had not Senator V a n d en b e rg been able to m aneuver through j 
C ongress the m easures which provid ed A m erican dollars to j 
k eep it going. 
Likewise, had not the Senator rescued the Truman A d m in ­ 
istration from the full force of the R epublican m ajorities in C o n ­ 
gress in 1 9 4 7 , had he not successfully h ead ed that session off 
from d o in g to President T ruman what the D em ocratic C ongress 
in 1931 did to President H o o v e r — then it seem s utterly im possi­ 
ble for Mr. T rum an and his Party to h ave got back in business 
during the follow in g tw o years. 
Senator V a n d e n b e r g * support of the gigantic loan pro­ 
gram s g a v e the D em ocratic Party the sinew s of war for success­ 
ful cam paigns in 1 9 4 8 at state, congressional and national levels. 
M eanw hile, the V a n d en b e rg influence in the ca m p of N om inee 
D ew ey , and his “ bipartisan 
doctrine, tangled the R epublican 
C a n d id a te’s feet so co m p letely that it b eca m e out of the question 
for him to prosecute so m e of the m ost urgent of the cam paign 
issues against President 
Truman— and the D em ocratic Presi­ 
d en t w as re-elected, in the face of the tide, and with the suppoit 
o f only one fourth of the A m erican voters!
